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Compton considers buyout offer

The community needs healing, 
the district needs healing.” 


Last week at a special meeting, the 
Boyne City Board of Education ap- 
proved an offer to buy out the con- 
tract of schools superintendent Dana 
Compton. Under the terms of the of- 
fer, Compton had 21 days from the 
date of the meeting to accept or re- 
ject the agreement. 

According to Compton, no deci- 
sion has been made at this point. “‘Jill 
and I are looking at what’s in the best 
interest of our family,” he said, add- 
ing that a decision will be made “in 
due course.” 

The offer came after meetings be- 
tween Compton and the personnel 
committee (consisting of board mem- 
bers Ed Vondra, Cathy Allen and Jim 
Stackus) produced a potential settle- 
ment and separation agreement, pre- 
sented for approval in its third draft. 

Though Compton has already re- 


At last 


signed his position as superintendent 
effective at the end of his contract in 
June of 2002, if he agrees to the 
buyout, his employment with the dis- 
trict would end, and an interim super- 
intendent would likely be appointed 
unti] a candidate is found to fill the 
position. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
Compton would have seven days af- 
ter signing to change his mind.

The board approved the offer 
unanimously, but not before fielding 
a slew of questions and concerns from 
audience members about the timing 
of the offer as well as what the situa+ 
tion means for the community on the 
whole. 

Local businessman and write-in 
school board candidate Floyd Wright 
questioned the timing of the offer, 
noting that both the fact that it was

Despite high gas 
prices, businesses 
expect busy summer

Car drivers everywhere are pain- 
fully aware of the latest sharp increase 
in gasoline prices, and northern 
Michigan has been particularly hard- 
hit, making everyone more hesitant 
to go to the gas station. 

However, the gas prices not only 
upset residents, they also affect the 
tourism industry, which many north- 
ern Michigan businesses depend on. 

Area business owners are divided 
on whether the gas prices will affect 
their businesses or not, and the pos- 
sible effects also vary from one busi- 
ness to another. 

Bob Mathers, owner of Bob 
Mathers Ford in Boyne City, says his 
business has not been affected by gas 


prices, as gas-guzzling SUVs and. 


trucks continue to be top sellers. 

“If gas prices continue to be this 
high, business will get hurt, but so far 
it hasn’t been,” he says. 

Ronda Klomp, who owns the 
Shoreline Motel in East Jordan, is not 
expecting her business to be hurt by 
the nearly $2-per-gallon gas prices ei-. 
ther. 

‘tT realyds don’ t think it will affect 


my business, and I didn’t last year 
either,” she says. “The people who 
normally leave Michigan during the 
summer will stay, and just travel more 
locally.” 

However, Rob Bobowski of the 
Boyne City Marina has already seen 
a decline in boat traffic because of the 
high gas prices. 

“People are selling their boats or 
going from larger boats to smaller 
ones because they don’t want to deal 
with gas prices,” he says. “But tme 
boaters won’t give it up just because 
of high gas prices.” 

Klomp agrees, saying that the 
boaters and snowmobilers who stay 
at her motel will not let high gas 
Ptices deter them from doing what 
they love. 


.So far there are no signs that gas. . 


prices will be. going down anytime 
soon, so residents and business. own- 


. ers will just have to be-patient and 
make the best of it. However, ifearly - 


indications are correct, it looks like 
summer business will be booming as 
usual in northern Michigan, despite 
the high prices atthe pump.

taking place right before graduation 
and shortly before an election that 
could potentially shift the majority of 
the board. 

“What is the emergency?” Wright 
asked, adding that the offer is a 
“monumental decision” that the board 
shouldn’t make “like Bill Clinton 
does a pardon on the way out the 
door.” 

Board president Marty Moody 
maintained that the timing was in- 
tended simply to end the “ongoing 
saga.” “Is there ever going to be a 
good time?” he said. Moody also 
noted that due to an error in the min- 
utes of the previous meeting, a mo- 
tion regarding the upcoming election 
needed to be put on the record by June 
1 in order to be valid. 

When questioned about the rea- 
sons for supporting the buyout, trustee 


Ed Vondra replied that “the commu- 
nity needs healing, the district needs 
heating,” and trustee Janet Froats- 
Shepherd said that she doesn’t feel 
“it’s fair to Dana to drag this on.” 

Responding to suggestions to hold 
the issue until after the election, resi- 
dent Pete Friedrich noted that doing 
so might cause the election to become 
“are you pro-Dana or against Dana?” 
That’s the worst kind of election,” he 
said. 

In response to concerns as to the 
affordability for the district of effec- 
tively paying two superintendents for 
the next year, Compton responded 
that the district could feasibly do so. 
But, he added, it’s in the year 2002 
and beyond that budget problems will 
really come, with declining enroll-

Graduation events 
spoiled for some 
Boyne seniors who 
attended prom party 


At last week's special meeting of 
the Boyne City Board of Education, 
high school administrators found 
themselves undet fire from parents 
of some of the 13 students caught 
drinking at an after-prom party in 
early May. 

The parents and ‘students were 
only recently notified of disciplinary 


- action regarding the incident, which 


did not allow the students enough 
time to have appeals heard before the 
end of the school year. 

Consequences imposed under the 
school’s zero-tolerance policy in- 
cluded not allowing the students in 
question to participate in athletic 
events, which for some meant 
Saturday's state track meet. Students 
involved who are National Honor 
Society members were not allowed 
to wear their cords denoting mem- 
bership at last weekend’s graduation. 

The incident, which took place on 
May 5, involved 13 Boyne City High 
School students receiving either ci- 
tations for Minor in Possession or 
written warnings from the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment after being caught with alco- 
hol by a deputy at an after-prom party 
at Boyne Mountain. 

The school administration called 
the sheriff’s department for informa- 
tion regarding the incident. “Mary 
(Jason, the high school principal),

immediately contacted the sheriff's 
department,” said schools superin- 
tendent Dana Compton. She did not 
receive any student names at the time 
of that contact, and only when a let- 
ter from the sheriff’s department was 
received on Friday, May 25, did the 
administration learn the names of the 
students involved. 

According to some angry parents, 
though, the school should never have 
had access to names of those students 
who only received warnings. 

One parent noted that the docu- 
ment containing the names included 
the initials of Charlevoix County 
Prosecutor Mary Beth Kur, who, he 
alleged, told him that the sheriff’s 
department was not authorized to re- 
lease those names. 

At the time of the meeting, school 
administrators had not been able to 
reach Kur to confirm or deny the al- 
legation, but in a phone call after the 
meeting, Compton said, Kur indi- 
cated that furnishing the names was 
at the discretion of the sheriff's de- 
partment. 

There was nothing requiring [the 
release of the names] and nothing 
prohibiting it,” said Compton. 

Time was a factor in the parents’ 
concerns, too, as the process in place

The 
elementary school students learned many wonderful les- 
sons throughout the afternoon of May 25. The cloudy, 
cool, rainy, sunny day became the interactive classroom 
for hands-on learning about plant diversity, teamwork, 
habitat restoration techniques, using garden tools, apply- 
ing organic fertilizer, 
planting seedlings, shrubs 
and trees, mulching, creat= 
ing beauty, having fun, 
and the rewards of hard 
work. 

GOOD LEARNING! 
Children are learning 
about organic gardening 
methods to help them 
avoid using toxic pesti- 
cides, herbicides and 
chemical fertilizers that are 
dangerous to the environ- 
ment, wildlife and people. 
This learning will help pro- 
tect our streams, rivers, 
lakes, wildlife and food 
chain into the future. 

Students are learning 
that co-creating “wild 
habitat’ is good for wild- 
life, people, and the planet. 
Biological diversity is de- 
clining worldwide. One of 
the reasons is that millions 
of acres of life-supporting 
habitat have been turned 
into lawns. Lawns support 
very litde biological diver- 
sity, and billions of pounds 
of poisons are poured on lawns every year to keep them 
dark green and weed free. More chemicals are used on 
lawns than for agricultural purposes in the US. 

Huge amounts of carbon dioxide are spewed into the 
atmosphere by cutting these lawns which adds to global 
warming, and billions of gallons of water (more electric- 
ity/ carbon dioxoide/ global warming) are used on lawns. 
We need smaller lawns and more habitat. These are some 
of the goals of our habitats site project. 

Students are learning that hard work pays off. In addi- 
tion to having four beautiful trees planted by Chuck 
Robinson (landscaper), the students planted 25 shrubs, 
12 trees, and many seedlings started in their classrooms.

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Board needs 
accountability 


TO THE EDITOR: 


I am writing this letter to inform our taxpaying citi- 

zens of the wasted monies and the blatant disrespect that 
some of our current board members have towards board 
policy. 
Ihave obtained my facts through ddcuments requested 
as part of the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), from 
the document Boyne City Public Schools Board Policy 
and my consistent attendance at recent Boyne City Pub- 
lic School Board Meetings. 

Currently, this board has offered a complete buyout of 
our current superintendent. With this buyout, the taxpay- 
ers will see nothing for its nearly $100,000 in salary and 
fringes. This buyout is not an exception, but the rule for 
this board. Similar buyouts were arranged for the previ- 
ous superintendent and the previous high school princi- 
pal. I can not think of a worse way to spend money that 
should have been spent on textbooks, computers, addi- 
tional teaching staff... 

This buyout was not initiated by Mr. Compton, but by 
the board and it should be noted that Mr. Compton was 
willing to earn his money through June of 2002. I believe 
the board’s incentive for a buyout is to avoid any addi- 
tional legal action from Mr. Compton that could cost this 
district even more money in legal fees and settlements to 
Mr. Compton. I am certain that Mr. Compton stands on 
firm legal ground due to this board’s incompetence. Ad- 
ditional monies in excess of $6,000 were spent dealing 
with legal advice with respect to Mr. Compton. 

It appears that our eighth board member is the school’s 
attorney. I do not understand why our board cannot handle 
the business of this district. Records indicate that the board 
has consistently resorted to paying between $140-$200 
per hour for advice from the attorneys. 

In a related matter, as a matter of Board Policy, “Only 
the president or superintendent are authorized to contact 
the attorney and legal matters concerning the district.” In 
addition to the president’s regular phone calls, two addi- 
tional board members and the executive secretary all 
placed phone calls to the school district’s attorney. The 
attorney’s office reviewed faxed letters and took phone 
calls from these unauthorized personnel. 

One example, the recent controversial ‘Letter to the 
Editor,” written by a board member, that was not sup- 
posed to be board business, showed up on the attorney’s 
billing. The review of the faxed letter and phone calls 
totaled $140 in fees. If it wasn’t board business, then why 


did we taxpayers have to pay for this board member’s 


legal advice? ee * 

Board policy also states that “Members should take 
no action that will compromise the board or the district's 
staff and respect the confidentiality of information that is 
privileged under applicable law.” This board has consis- 
tently provided the press with information that should have 
been kept confidential. Much of the information was opin- 
ion, but was presented as fact. As a result, allegations 
against Mr. Compton that were inappropriately made pub- 
lic can no longer be used against him. In other words, the 
$6,000 plus in legal advice/fees will also be money down 
the drain. 

This board has consistently violated open meetings 
laws and has conducted meetings that are clearly con- 
trary to board policy. I encourage all of you to attend the 
“Meet the Candidates Forum” and ask the present and 
perspective board members the tough questions. J think 
we taxpayers deserve accountability from our board, Find 
out from the candidates what they can do for you and 
have present members justify their past actions. 

Please encourage them to spend monies on educational 
programming, not on buyouts, settlements and attorney 
fees. Ask them if they can work with the position of su- 
perintendent, not in clear opposition. A good board mem- 
ber must consider the needs of the children, not the over- 
riding fulfillment of their personal agendas. Lastly, at- 
tend the board meetings. 

Itis obvious from many of your letters that the major- 
ity of people writing their “Letter to the Editor” have not 
attended a recent board meeting.

Nate Skop and Bobby Nichols have 
been fortunate to play with a group ; 
guys that have been very successful as 
a baseball team since Little League. 
Their teams have had success at all 
level of play reaching the state finals 
in Little League several times. 

That success has carried over to 
their High School team as the same 
bunch of guys made it to the State 
Quarterfinals last year and are set to 
make another good run this year as 
their Red Devil tearm has just won their 
district. 

They will play in the Regional Tour- 
nament this Saturday on their home 
field as East Jordan High School plays 
host. 

The two will be the first to say that 
they couldn’t have had the success that 
they have without their teammates. 

But the numbers that they have put 
up are mind boggling to say the least. 
Skop has a batting average of .543 with 
an on base percentage of .644.

He has 13 
home runs this year with 39 rbi’s, 25 
walks and 51 runs scored in 101 at bats.

Moving class to 
Lake Charlevoix

The Lake Charlevoix Association, Tipp of the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil, Friends of the Boyne, U.S Coast Guard Acacia, Lake Charlevoix 
water quality monitor team, and the Beaver Island Boat Company com- 
bined efforts this spring to help educate every sixth grade student from 
Boyne City and Charlevoix middle schools. 

. The Beaver Island Boat Company donated boat service for 240 boys 
and girls taking three hour trips on three different educational excur- 
sions, 

The middle school students were divided into four groups, each group 
spending 20 minutes at each station. 

Station one had crew members from the U.S. Coast Guard Acacia 
providing instruction on water safety, hypothermia, boating safety, and 
different life-saving equipment. Many questions were answered about 
flares, smoke bombs and countless other personal flotation equipment. 

Station two was directed by the L.C.A. and water monitor team. They 
provided a history lesson about Pine Lake, now called Lake Charlevoix, 
including the channel digging into Round Lake and the first train to 
arrive in Charlevoix. Students took active part in water quality testing 
with Secchi Disc. 

Station three was conducted by members of the Friends of the Boyne 
and Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council. Many students learned about 
water quality and pH monitoring from the depths of the lake. These 
students did hands-on testing, comparing lake water to soda pop. They 
observed microscopic plant life that lives on the bottom as well as other 
depths of the lake. 

The fourth station received instruction from their classroom science 
teacher and myself. Examples of lamprey eel were passed around. Stu- 
dents were amazed about the video of Porter Creek near Advance. The 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Department showed pictures of a large net filled 
with 200 to 300 adult lampreys. One picture showed four eels attached 
to one small Bluegill fish. Other information and hands-on material in- 
cluded Zerbra mussels, spiny water flea, and purple loosestrife plant. -
